address to the constituency at Nanaimo, Iml 
it is so unique in its stylo and so charmingly 
characteristic in ihe modesty of the assert ions, 
that wo quote it at lungth for iho delectation 
of his enthusiastic admirers, in Victoria. 
Alter the stereotyped preliminary, nourish 
touching iho honor of ecokiDg to represent 
them in the House of Assembly, the learned 
gentleman thus proceeds : 

11 The best foundation for tho renewal of 
your confidence in me lies in my public con- 
duct and ray poat exertions on all occasions, 
while in the House of Assomhly, to promote 
your interesls. To these 1 point, iustcail ol 
offering you the usual attractions of promisee 
and inflated protestations of devolion to your 
interests ; neither do 1 tnako a display ol 
motives. This is not oecobsary to tho»o who 
krjow mo, and othors may plcuso themselves 
in the usual honoat and orthodox way, by 
attributing my ambition to selfish motives 
purely. 

I hold that the union cf iho coloni.:* of 
Vancouver Island and British Colombia, 
under one governor and one system of laws, is 
essential to the prosperity of both. It is 
needless, however, to dwell upon iho i|Iibk- 
tion of Union, as iho Imperial Government 
has affirmatively decided it. J hold that duties 
on the home productions, whether at New 
Westminster or Victoria, arc misohiovnue lo 
both. 

There ought to be a gcueral law, making 
applicable to both colonies (as far as cir 
oametancee may admit) the existing laws ol 
England, and thus restrain tho constant waste 
of public money in printing vague and useless 
enactments, and substantially chock ihe em- 
pirical experiments of men who, being alike 
ignorant and conceited, undertake the task ol 
teaching the most difficult of all sciences — 
the science of legislation. 

There ought to he in your luwn courts ol 
law, bringing justice to every man's do.ir. 

The Act called " Tho dalarics Aci " i» 
partial, and, therefore, defective) mid mis- 
chievous. 

The policy, heal protective of the (armor, 
lies in fostering youi homo markets and mak- 
ug good roads. 

The revenue derived from Nanaimo and 
its districts ought to be applied, for the most 
part, to the improvenionl ol your barboi and 
town, the building el biidgos, the consl ruc- 
tion of roads, the oroctiou ol a public school 
house, and the support ol it, to the exclusion 
of all religious faction and sectarianism. 

Auy separate policy, ostensibly for Ihe 
benefit ol Nanaimo, but conflicting with the 
general interests of the colonies, ought lo bs 
opposed, because that which i- host foi the 
public is Lies! for Nanaimo. 

A restrictive economy in tho expenditure 
of the public money always combines with 
public liberality— parsimony, private or pub- 
lic, is contemptible — Iho hands, therefore, 
of tho Executive ought lo ho supplied pro- 
portionally to tho public means. This is 
tho tnio way of upholding the dignity ol the 
Imperial Government in its Ropiesentaii ve 
here . 

I believe that the maintenance of the Froc 
Port of Victoria is consistent with the union 
of the colonies and their host interests, 

Tho policy which dictated tho late Act, 
imposing duties Upon the importation nl I he 
necessaties ol life, is mischievous in many 
ways. It tends lo exclude you from profiling 
by the abundance ol those necessaries pro- 
ducod in other countries, and lo throw you 
entirely upon your own resOUroes, whioh. 
Irom tho limited uxtunt of fertile laud, ami 
the inferiority ol soil, nio wholly inade(|Uute 
lo your ordinary requirements, It is emin- 
ently mischievous, us lending lo deprive yon 
of ihe means of supplying the deficiencies ol 
home production in times oj scaroity, nnd ii 
may bo in times of (amino. It is miscbii v 
OUS because it lends to increase tho oost ol 
production and to raise Ihe prioe of food- 

Tho Free l'orl system encouraged immi- 
gration to your shores, promoted commerce 
oraated markets, and carried trade to flour i : ii 
The reverso of this policy has not only 
checked immigration, but it has driven awny 
settlors, paralyzed commerce, caused Irade to 
languish, and the homu market lo decay, 
thrown many laborers ont of employment, 
and encouraged rival settlements upon the 
opposite shores. 

The protection policy is mischievous, bo - 
OSUSe it invites smuggling, and llius oieafs 
the necessity of a revenue onast-guard, which 
to be effective would be B heavy and ex- 
pensive burden upon tho public funds." 

It would appear from Ihe above faoatiuus 
effusion that Mr. Kiug is unable to profit by 
tho experience Ol the past. Al a previous 
election the learned gentleman perpotratod a 
similar blunder in the shape of an Bddress ol 
similar bombastic absurdity, and with faial 
effect, as regards his chance ol succoss. In 
good faith, wo venture to lender friendly 
COUDSel to Mr. King, and that is, if over in 
his wildest dreams of senatorial ambition he 
aspires to roprosout a rational constituency, 
then, in tho name of common sense, lot him 
abstain from rushing ho rooklcesly into print 
with such a lume and laughable enunciation 
of hia political idiosyncraciea.

To tho Hon. tho Speaker, and Members of 
the Legislative Assembly. 

Gentlemen — I have tho honor herewith to 
submit for your consideration the Estimates 
of Revel ue and Expenditure for tho year 
18GG, accompanied by the undermentioned 
financial returns : 

1. Comparative statement of estimated and 
actual receipts and expenditure for 18i!5. 

2. Abstract of Treasurer's account for 
18G5. 

;i. Comparative statement of estimated and 
actual receipts for the year 1864. 

1. Comparative statement of estimated and 
ictual expenditure for the year 18G4. 

2. These estimates have been prepared not 
according to what in my opinion will be the 
actual or probable requirements of the 
Colony for the ensuing year, but rather ac- 
cording to the means likely to be available 
from established sources so far as they can at 
present bo calculated. Those services only 
are included which are essential to tho 
efficient management of the public business, 
to the security of life and property, and to 
provide for the more pressing wants of the 
country. The necessity of providing for 
other services will probably arise, and in that 
event additional estimates shall he submitted 
to the Assei lbly. 

3. Tho Assembly will observe that the 
revenue to the year 18G6 is estimated at 
$206,376, i nd the expenditure at $ 1 !t.'l,snri, 
leaving a surplus of revenue over expendi- 
ture of $12,481 , but against this there is n 
present balance of $j2,1G5 due to the Bank 
of British North America, and it is not 
probable that this will bo decreased before 
the 31st December, 1SG5. 

4. About $40,000 of this debt has been 
incurred to meet payments on account of pro- 
viding a residence for the Governor, for which 
a sum of $50,000 was voted. This outlay, in 
my opinion, should not be wholly defrayed 
out of the revenue of one year. 

5. I have found it necessary in the existing 
state of finances, to restrict the expenditure 
within the narrowest limits, and in many in- 
Btancosit will be found that the sums expended 
during tho current year have been consider- 
ably within the sums voted. Upon tho subject 
of the votes for the Victoria Hospital and Fire 
Department, for the year 18G5, which 'have 
not been wlully expended, I propose to ad- 
dress tbo Assembly specially. 

6. A sum of $5,000 has been placed on the 
Estimates lor the very necessary Bcrvicc of 
providing steam communication along the 
coast, that sum having been considered 
adequate. Tenders wero invited for the per- 
formance of '.bis servico during the year 1866, 
aud in the iesult one offer only was made, 
which I could not hut think would prove un- 
suitable am unsatisfactory to the public, 
while it won d involve the payment of a sum 
in excess of that amount. I therefore pro- 
pose for the >resent to employ the "Sir James 
Douglas,' 1 by means of which 1 believe the 
service will be efficiently and satisfactorily 
performed, and a large saving to the public 
etl'ected. 

7. I will readily place at the disposal of the 
Assembly any additional information which 
may be deemed useful yi the consideration of
